According  to  old  records,  Hampstead  was  hut  a  year 
old  when,  in  1750,  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  it  was  voted 
"to  hire  a  school  master  for  six  months  in  ye  summer  season, 
to  teach  ye  children  to  read  and  write."  This  was  the  begin- 
ning of  our  public  school  system  which  has  seenmany  chang- 
es and  much  progress  over  the  past  two  centuries.  History 
records  little  concerning  the  first  schools,  but  the  Morse  fam- 
ily history  tells  us  that  Samuel  Morse,  son  of  Peter  Morse, 
who  is  believed  to  have  built  the  first  frame  house  in  Hamp- 
stead (then  Almsbury  Peak),  taught  school  in  the  front  room 
of  his  father's  house.  Records  do  inform  us  that  the  first 
school  houses  were  made  of  hewn  logs,  and  that  the  Testa- 
ment was  the  only  reading  and  spelling  book  known;  and 
that  a  copy-book  consisted  of  a  few  leaves  of  the  roughest 
paper. 

As  time  went  on,  the  Town  loas  divided  into  districts, 
each  district  being  responsible  for  ifs  own  school.  Often 
times  a  wealthier  district  had  several  more  weeks  of  school 
during  the  year  than  it's  poorer  neighbor.  In  time,  some  dis- 
tricts joined  together,  and  in  the  early  1900' s  a  School  Com- 
mittee luas  elected  to  serve  the  whole  Town. 

Until  1875,  most  of  Hampstead' s  young  men  and  women, 
wishing  a  High  School  education,  went  to  Atkinson  Academy 
in  our  neighboring  town.  In  1872,  Benjamin  Dudley  Emer- 
son of  West  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  a  native  of  Hampstead, 
died,  leaving  money  to  found  and  maintain  Havfipstead  High 
School,  said  school  to  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of 
Trustees. 

His  will  stipulated,  that  three  years  from  final  proba- 
tion, the  Town  shall  erect  a  suitable  and  substantial  school 
house,  satisfactory  to  the  trustees,  on  a  lot  of  land  not  less 
than  one  acre,  measuring  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet  on 
any  side,  and  situated  in  Hampstead,  on  the  main  road  be- 
tween the  Town  Hall  and  Kents  Farm  Road,  and  shall  with- 
in three  years,  convey   said  lot  of  land  with  said  school- 
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house,  finished  and  well  fitted  for  the  reception  of  scholars, 
to  said  trustees,  for  the  use  of  said  High  School;  the  said 
lot  to  he  planted  with  not  less  than  fifty  ornamental  shade 
trees,  one  half  elms,  and  the  other  half  sugar  Tuaples,  and 
the  distance  between  the  school-house  and  the  road  to  he 
not  less  than  one  hundred  feet. 

After  much  discussion  as  to  the  location  for  the  new 
school,  it  was  finally  voted  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  Octoher, 
1873,  to  purchase  the  two  acre  lot  with  buildings  thereon 
belonging  to  Jesse  O.  Bailey,  as  it  met  the  requirements  of 
the  will;  that  being  on  a  height  of  land  it  would  require 
little  drainage;  that  after  the  removal  of  buildings  it  would 
require  coTuparatively  little  grading  to  be  ready  for  use; 
and  that  there  was  an  excellent  well  on  the  prcTnises.  Tris- 
tram Little,  Nelson  Ordway,  and  Amos  Clark  comprised  the 
building  committee,  and  they  awarded  the  contract  for  the 
erection  of  the  school  to  Moulton  D.  Pressey  of  Haverhill, 
Mass.  The  lum^ber  for  the  building  was  purchased  in  Maine, 
brought  to  Plaistow  by  rail,  and  conveyed  from,  there  to 
Hampstead  by  wagon.  An  early  description  stated  that  the 
house  was  ''48  feet  long  by  38  feet  wide,  has  30  foot  posts,  is 
covered  with  a  slate  roof,  topped  by  a  40  foot  spire,  with  the 
cardinal  points  of  the  corapass  and  a  fine  metallic  weather 
vane.  The  hall  on  the  first  floor  is  36  by  38  feet  and  the 
schoolroom  above  is  of  the  same  size,  is  neatly  finished  and 
blinded,  and  is  furnished  with  approved  modern  school  fur- 
niture." The  building  was  covripleted  at  a  cost  of  about  nine 
thousand  dollars  ,  and  was  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  by  deed 
dated  April  27,  1875. 

As  time  progressed,  some  interior  changes  were  m.ade  to 
meet  the  modern  trends  and  safety  regulations.  A  workshop 
was  added  on  the  rear  of  the  lot  and  a  plumbing  and  heating 
system  were  added  to  the  main  building.  Under  the  guidance 
of  our  School  Committee,  the  structure  has  been  kept  in  ex- 
cellent condition. 

For  the  past  eighty  years,  Hampstead  High  School  has 
fulfilled  it's  purpose  for  the  youth  of  our  town,  and  it's  grad- 
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uates  look  upon  it  with  reverence  and  gratitude.  The  build- 
ing still  stands  on  ifs  beautiful  setting,  gleavning  in  white, 
and  architecturally  unchanged,  a  credit  to  it's  builders,  a 
scenic  landmark  for  our  town,  and  an  honor  to  ifs  founder. 
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DID  YOU  KNOW  —  That  the  month  of  December,  1955,  was 
the  coldest  in  38  years,  that  July,  1955,  was  the  warmest 
month  ever  recorded  and  that  the  summer  of  1955  was  the 
warmest  ever  observed  with  40  days  on  which  the  thermo- 
meter registered  90  degrees  or  over?

DID  YOU  KNOW  — That  the  actual  expenditures  for  the 
town  during  the  year  1861  amounted  to  $5833.30  and  from 
this  amount,  the  sum  of  $582.90,  approximately  10%,  was 
used  for  the  support  of  paupers?

Hampstead's  Communication  System 


Mary   ("Molly")  Davis  Completing  48  Years  of  Faithful  Service 

From  the  earliest  days  of  mankind,  some  system  of  communi- 
cation was  considered  essential  to  support  everyday  life.  In  primi- 
tive days  the  Indians  before  us  used  smoke  signals,  bird  calls  and 
runners  to  transfser  messages,  and  it  may  be  assumed  that  when 
the  white  man  came  to  Hampstead,  information  was  transferred 
by  word  of  mouth,  or  by  mail  or  newspaper  delivered  by  horse  and 
buggy  over  makeshift  roads.  Needless  to  say,  these  methods  were 
slow  and  unreliable,  but  served  their  purpose  for  our  forefathers 
over  many  years,  as  no  other  means  was  available. 

The  Western  Union  relieved  this  condition  somewhat,  through 
its  telegraph  system,  which  accompanied  the  railroad  as  it  passed 
through  West  Hampstead  for  the  first  time  around  1870.  It  then  be- 
came possible  to  send  and  receive  messages  with  speed  and  accu- 
racy, a  notable  improvement  over  previous  methods.  Difficulties 
still  persisted  however,  due  to  the  distance  involved  traveling  to 
and  from  the  railroad  station  as  well  as  the  added  expense. 

Alexander  Bell  made  his  contribution  to  Hampstead  when,  in 
1901,  the  first  telephone  system  was  installed,  with  less  than  ten 
telephones  and  no  central  office.  A  new  era  in  communications 
was  established  as  person  to  person  conversations  over  long  dis- 
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tances  became  a  reality.  From  that  time  on,  improvements  and 
changes  were  rapid,  which  all  contributed  to  the  growth  of 
Hampstead. 

The  original  line  extending  from  West  Hampstead  down 
through  the  village  and  on  to  the  East  Road,  soon  became  over- 
crowded, and  need  for  a  switchboard  was  met  by  installing  one  in 
Isaac  Randall's  store.  In  a  short  time  a  supplementary  board  was 
put  into  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Sanborn  for  handling  night 
and  Sunday   calls.   On  November   28,    1907,    the    switchboard   was

moved  from  the  Vigneault  home,  where  it  had  been  for  a  short 
time,  to  the  home  of  Mrs.  William  Davis,  in  the  name  of  her  daugh- 
ter, Mary  G.  (Molly)  Davis,  as  agent  and  chief  operator.  Molly 
served  in  this  capacity  continuously  for  the  next  48  years,  and  the 
Davis  home  became  the  communication  center. 

As  times  changed  and  progressed,  the  telephone  became  a 
household  necessity.  The  1907  switchboard,  which  was  hand  rung 
and  served  30  subscribers,  was  replaced  with  a  larger  board  in  1923 
to  meet  the  demand  for  more  telephones.  In  1928  the  board  was 
electrified  and  in  1944  a  noiseless  motor  was  installed  to  replace 
the  original  motor  which  was  destroyed  by  fire.  In  1947  the  switch- 
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board  was  again  enlarged  to  accommodate  approximately  200  tele- 
phones, which  increased  to  264  by  1955. 

The  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  created 
the  next  major  change  when  it  announced  that  the  dial  system 
would  come  to  Hampstead,  thereby  eliminating  the  Hampstead 
Exchange  and  its  staff  of  operators.  People  in  Hampstead,  always 
conservative  when  faced  with  a  drastic  change,  received  the  news 
ungraciously,  for  various  reasons.  The  local  calling  area  was  con- 
fined to  Hampstead  proper  at  a  substantial  fixed  price,  while  a  call 
outside  the  area,  even  to  East  Hampstead,  required  toll  service 
at  extra  charge.  Subscribers  felt  that  this  disadvantage  was  offset 
by  the  unique  personal  service  rendered  by  the  Hampstead  oper- 
ators. Molly  and  her  staff  were  always  willing  and  eager  to  locate 
people,  spread  the  alarm  for  fire  and  other  emergencies,  receive 
calls  and  deliver  messages,  and  render  services  comparable  to  a 
private  switchboard,  and  the  people  were  reluctant  to  give  this  up 
for  the  cold  and  unfriendly  dial  phone. 

A  petition,  signed  by  184  subscribers,  was  presented  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  requesting  that  the  conversion  to  dial 
telephone  be  delayed  until  such  time  as  Extended  Service  (no  toll 
charge)  to  East  Hampstead,  Atkinson,  Plaistow,  Newton,  Danville, 
and  Haverhill,  Mass.,  could  be  granted.  It  was  felt  that  this  service 
would  help  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  the  local  exchange.  After 
several  meetings  between  local  and  State  officials,  surveys  and  in- 
vestigations, the  Telephone  Company  announced  that  Extended 
Service  was  a  possibility,  but  not  before  1957. 

The  wheels  of  progress  rolled  on,  propelled  by  the  momentum 
of  changing  times  and  on  August  18,  1955,  at  12: 15  P.M.,  amid 
ritual  and  ceremony,  the  first  call  on  the  dial  system  was  made  by 
Miss  Doris  Spollett,  Chairman  of  our  Board  of  Selectmen,  from  the 
new  Central  station  on  Main  Street,  and  received  by  Molly  Davis, 
in  the  presence  of  her  staff  at  the  old  exchange.  The  old  switch- 
board had  fulfilled  its  duties  and  was  placed  in  retirement  while 
another  page  in  our  history  reached  completion.  We  bow  to  the 
will  of  the  modern  age  and  accept  its  conveniences,  and  possibly 
may  even  admit  that  things  usually  happen  for  the  best.

Hampstead,  a  town  in  southern  New  Hampshire  lying 
in  Latitude  42°  -  53'  and  Longitude  5°  -  48'  east  from  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  is  30  miles  west  of  Portsmouth,  30  miles  south 
of  Concord,  and  9  miles  north  of  the  Merrimack  River,  con- 
taining approximately  8,350  acres  of  which  about  400  are 
covered  by  water.  It  is  situated  on  an  elevated  tract  of  land 
between  the  Merrimack  and  Exeter  Rivers  and  is  a  part  of 
the  dividing  ridge  between  the  two,  as  part  of  the  watershed 
is  easterly  into  the  Exeter  River  and  part  westerly  into  the 
Merrimack  River. 

The  town  is  made  up  of  two  segments,  the  eastern  part 
formerly  being  a  part  of  Amesbury,  Massachusetts  and 
known  as  Amesbury  Peak;   the  remainder   was  a   part   of 
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Haverhill,  Massachusetts  and  was  known  as  Timberlane, 
both  parts  belonging  to  the  old  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony. 
When  the  present  line  between  Massachusetts  and  New 
Hampshire  was  established  in  1741,  they  became  a  part  of 
the  Province  of  New  Hampshire. 

Benning  Wentworth  was  appointed  Governor  of  New 
Hampshire  by  the  King  of  England,  and  he  granted  a  charter 
to  the  town  in  1749,  combining  the  two  segments  and  named 
it  Hampstead  in  memory  of  his  native  town  of  Hampstead, 
near  London,  in  England.  The  first  inhabitants  came  about 
1700  and  settled  in  what  is  now  East  Hampstead,  and  also 
on  the  land  between  Wash  and  Angle  Ponds,  where  the 
remains  of  their  labours  may  still  be  seen. 

As  the  soil  was  poor  and  the  area  lacked  water  power, 
the  latter  settlement  did  not  survive.  Its  settlers  migrated 
to  the  present  village  of  Hampstead.  Here  the  land  was 
cleared  and  numerous  mills  were  erected  by  the  streams 
and  the  town  soon  became  both  a  farming  and  manufactur- 
ing town.  These  conditions  lasted  for  about  one  hundred 
years,  then,  as  nearby  cities  began  to  increase  their  manu- 
facturing, Hampstead's  decreased.  Farming  continued  for 
another  fifty  years  longer,  but  with  the  coming  of  the  auto- 
mobile, the  farms  began  to  disappear. 

As  the  number  of  cars  increased,  so  the  farms  decreased, 
and  as  transportation  was  made  easier,  Hampstead  became 
a  residential  town.  The  mills  have  gone,  much  of  the  cleared 
land  has  returned  to  a  forest.  By  becoming  a  residential 
town,  the  population  has  increased.  There  are  more  homes 
than  ever  before;  the  shore  of  the  three  lakes  are  dotted 
with  summer  dwellings,  and  a  network  of  good  roads  brings 
many  visitors  to  enjoy  the  scenery  and  the  hunting  and 
fishing  in  Hampstead.

We  are  pleased  to  state  that  a  Certificate  of  Merit  was 
received  from  the  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles  in  ap- 
preciation of  the  towns  efforts  during  the  Safe  Driving  Day 
program. 

Our  Town  Report  of  1954  was  awarded  second  place  in 
the  New  Hampshire  Annual  Report  Contest. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  town  is  progressing 
,  m  building  construction.  Forty-eight  building  permits  were 
'j  issued  during  1955  and  many  fine  new  homes  are  now  occu- 
;!  pied.  For  the  benefit  of  our  new  neighbors,  we  have  inserted 
i  pictures  in  this  year's  report  so  that  they  may  become 
familiar  with  our  elected  and  appointed  officials. 

All  the  paved  roads  should  be  seal  coated  this  spring 
to  protect  our  investment.  Approximate  cost  one-quarter 
gallon  per  square  yard  or  $500.00  to  $550.00  per  mile,  de- 
pending on  distance  to  sand-bank. 
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The  electrical  wiring  system  in  the  Town  Hall  has  be- 
come dangerous  and  obsolete.  It  is  imperative  that  steps  be 
taken  to  remedy  this  situation  immediately  before  a  tragedy 
occurs.  We  have  put  an  article  in  the  Warrant  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

Many  favorable  comments  have  been  received  on  the 
improved  condition  of  our  town  dump  under  the  supervisicn 
of  Mr.  Horace  Bolton. 

We  are  proud  of  our  cover  designs  over  the  past  fe-v 
years,  especially  so  since  they  were  drawn  by  '"Stan"  Snow, 
one  of  our  townspeople. 

We  expect  a  law-suit  with  Spicket  River  Corp.  over 
taxes.  The  1954  assessment  was  bought  by  the  Town  at  the 
annual  tax  sale  a  year  ago.  On  Dec.  8,  1955  the  selectmen 
again  received  an  application  for  abatement  from  said  cor- 
poration. The  assessed  valuation  in  Hampstead  is  $4,950.00. 
taxes  $252.45.  They  maintain  the  valuation  should  be  $130.00 
and  taxes  $7.00. 

The  towns  of  Derry,  Atkinson  and  Salem  have  also  re- 
ceived applications  for  abatements.  The  aggregate  assessed 
valuation  in  the  four  towns  (1955)  is  $191,450.00  and  said 
corporation  maintains  $5,000  is  fair  and  just  for  the  Spicket 
River  Corp. 

The  lawyer  claims  the  entire  water  control  and  storage 
system  was  purchased  in  1954  for  $5,000.  The  gross  income 
is  now  substantially  less,  therefore  the  taxes  are  excessive, 
disproportionate  and  unjust. 

Judge  John  Perkins  of  Exeter  is  handling  this  case  for 
Hampstead. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  town  officials  for  their  co- 
operation and  efforts  in  making  Hampstead  a  better  place 
in  which  to  live.

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East  Hampstead.  This  work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision 
of  Fire  Engineers. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  eleven  hundred  dollars  ($1100.00)  to  be  used 
with  T.R.A.  reimbursement  (approximately  $950.00)  to  tar 
Class  V  roads. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800.00)  to  complete  the 
resurfacing  of  Wash  Pond  Road. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  Selectmen  authority 
to  sell  the  old  Tractor. 

14.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  improving  the  wiring  and  lighting  in  the 
Town  Hall. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  and  replace- 
ments in  the  belfry  of  the  Town  Hall,  that  our  historic  bell 
can  be  rung  on  holidays  and  other  appropriate  occasions. 

(  By  petition.) 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  have  a  street  light  between  the  residence 
of  William  Letoile  Jr.,  and  Charles  Morse.  (By  petition.) 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  place  a  street  light  in  front  of  the  resi- 
dence of  Glendon  Emerson.   (By  petition.) 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  eighteen  dollars  and  seventy-six 
cents  ($218.76)  yearly  increase  to  keep  the  street  lights 
turned  on  from  dusk  to  dawn. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote  on 
Article  9  of  the  Town  Warrant  of  1955,  pertaining  to  the 
authority  given  to  the  Planning  Board  to  regulate  the  sub- 
division of  land. 

(By  petition.) 
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20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  appoint  a  Building  Inspector,  said  person  to  be  a 
resident  of  the  town,  qualified  to  administer  the  terms  of  the 
Building  and  Zoning  Ordinance,  but  not  actively  engaged 
in  construction  work,  property  development,  or  real  estate 
sales  in  the  town,  or  other  activities  where  an  opinion  may 
be  biased. 

21.  If  Article  20  is  approved,  to  see  if  the  town  will 
vote  to  delete  Article  11,  Section  V  of  the  Building  and 
Zoning  Ordinance  and  substitute  in  its  place  the  following; 
A  Building  Inspector,  appointed  annually  by  the  Selectmen, 
shall  be  the  administrative  authority  to  issue  permits  for  the 
erection,  moving,  alteration,  or  repairing  of  buildings,  or 
structures,  and  shall  perform  other  duties  concerning  the 
Building  and  Zoning  Ordinance  as  may  be  specified  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

22.  If  Article  20  is  passed,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
delete  Article  2,  Section  VI,  of  the  Building  and  Zoning  Or- 
dinance and  substitute  in  its  place  the  following:  The  appli- 
cant shall  pay  a  fee  for  the  issuance  of  a  permit  based  on  the 
full  value  of  the  project  involved,  said  fee  to  be  retained  by 
the  building  inspector  as  compensation  for  his  services.  Fees 
shall  be  in  the  foUov/ing  amounts;  Less  than  $1,000.00  in 
value— $2.00;  $1,000.00  to  $5,000.00  in  value— $5.00;  over 
$5,000.00  in  value  $7.00. 

The  building  inspector  may  eliminate  the  fee  if  in  his 
opinion,  the  size  of  the  project  does  not  warrant  such  pay- 
ment. If  a  conflict  occurs  regarding  the  value  of  the  project, 
the  value  determined  by  the  assessors  shall  be  final. 

23.  If  Article  20  is  passed,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  delete  from  Article  2,  Section  VII  of  the  Building  and 
Zoning  Ordinance,  the  following  sentence;  "There  shall  be 
no  building  inspector." 

24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  2,  Sec- 
tion IX,  of  the  Building  and  Zoning  Ordinance,  by  deleting 
the  phrase;  "In  a  manner  that  is  disorderly,  unsightly,  nox- 
ious, or  detrimental  to  the  public,  or  prejudicial  to  the  gen- 
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eral  welfare,"  so  that  the  article  will  read;"No  land  shall  be 
used  for  a  motor  vehicle  junk  yard,  or  for  a  dump,  or  for  the 
storage  of  abandoned  vehicles  or  discarded  materials  of  any 
kind.  The  Selection  of  a  public  dumping  place  maintained  or 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  not  be  affected 
by  this  regulation." 

25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Building 
and  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  the  following  to  be  known 
as  Article  II,  Section  VII:  "Building  lots  in  Zone  "A"  shall 
contain  a  minimum  of  20,000  square  feet  with  no  dimensions 
less  than  125  feet.  Waterfront  building  lots  in  Zone  "B" 
shall  contain  a  minimum  of  7500  square  feet  with  no  dimen- 
sion less  than  75  feet.  Building  lots  in  zone  "B"  other  than 
waterfront  lots  shall  contain  a  minimum  of  9000  square  feet 
with  no  dimension  less  than  90  feet.  Lots  shall  be  rectanglar 
in  shape  whenever  possible." 

26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Building 
and  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  the  following  to  be  known 
as  Article  II,  Section  XIII:  Only  one  dwelling,  and  the  usual 
accessory  building  shall  be  built  on  one  lot,  included  with 
each  existing  dwelling  and  the  usual  accessory  buildings, 
shall  be  a  specific  parcel  of  land,  suitable  in  size  and  shape  to 
conform  with  existing  regulations,  wherever  possible. 

27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Building 
and  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  to  Article  3,  Section  12  the 
following:  Septic  tanks  and  disposal  systems  must  be  locat- 
ed 75  feet  from  any  existing  well,  75  feet  from  public  waters 
and  75  feet  from  any  dwelling  other  than  that  to  which  they 
are  attached,  unless  authorized  otherwise  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  Replacement  of  sewerage  systems  shall  comply  with 
this  section. 

28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  the  authority 
to  the  Selectmen  as  hereinafter  stated:  The  Board  of  Select- 
men is  hereby  specified  as  the  municipal  officer,  who  shall 
issue  on  behalf  of  the  Planning  Board,  a  certificate  of  fail- 
ure on  the  part  of  the  Planning  Board  to  take  action  on  ap- 
proval or  disapproval  of  a  plat  submitted  to  it  as  provided 
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by  Chapter  53,  Section  23,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire, 
1942,  as  amended. 

(The  Selectmen  will  report  orally  on  this  article.  ) 

29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selec- 
men  to  issue  temporary  permits  to  owners,  renters,  users, 
or  occupants  of  house  trailers  or  mobile  homes,  so  called  and 
others  whose  intent  is  to  park,  or  occupy,  or  both,  said 
trailers  within  the  confines  of  the  town.  Permits  shall  be 
issued  for  a  period  of  no  longer  than  one  year,  and  shall  be 
granted  only  after  due  consideration  to  the  health,  safety, 
prosperity,  morals  and  general  welfare  of  the  town  and  its 
inhabitants.  Upon  passage  of  this  article,  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful to  park,  or  occupy,  or  both,  a  trailer  as  stated  in  the  town 
without  a  permit.  This  regulation  shall  cease  to  exist  when 
more  trailer  regulations  are  adopted. 

30.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  ENGINEERS 

In  the  past  year  we  had  twelve  calls:  four  grass  or 
woods  fires,  two  chimneys,  one  old  building  in  the  woods  in 
back  of  the  Boston  Beef  Co.,  one  garage  owned  by  Dr.  Mar- 
shall at  Island  Pond,  one  false  alarm,  and  three  out-of-town 
calls,  one  each  at  Atkinson,  Derry,  and  Haverhill. 

Two  waterholes  were  covered  this  year,  one  at  Geo. 
Ayer's  and  one  at  the  foot  of  Osgood's  Hill. 

We  have  added  to  our  equipment  this  year  as  follows: 
four  pair  of  rubber  boots,  ten  steel  helmets,  six  rubber  coats, 
and  two  nozzles. 

During  the  year  our  main  problem  was  the  change 
over  to  dial  telephones,  which  meant  we  needed  a  new  sys- 
tem for  reporting  fires.  We  had  a  red  network  system  in- 
stalled, which  consists  of  four  telephones,  all  on  one  line. 
These  telephones  are  located  at  the  homes  of  John  Parlin, 
Beverly  Whiteneck,  Frank  Howard  and  Alfred  Brickett. 
Each  of  the  above  has  a  separate  list  of  firemen  to  notify 
of  the  fire. 

To  date  this  system  has  worked  very  well  and  proves 
to  be  very  efficient.  The  telephone  number  is  DAvis  9-6942. 
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I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
appreciation  for  the  many  years  that  the  Hampstead  tele- 
phone operators  received  all  fire  calls  for  the  town  and 
notified  all  firemen  of  any  fires. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  inspected  and  issued  eight 
permits  for  the  installation  of  new  oil  burning  furnaces. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  firemen  for  their  splendid 
support  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


We  had  a  very  busy  year  with  96  calls,  including  acci- 
dents and  out-of-state  summonses,  with  five  court  cases,  all 
of  which  were  convicted. 

Considerable  patrol  was  done  holidays  and  weekends. 
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Our  calls  consisted  of  humorous  to  serious  cases,  from 
catching  goats  to  court  cases. 

The  Department  participated  in  all  air  raid  alerts  this 
past  year  100%. 

The  personnel  of  the  Police  Department  met  and  formed 
a  Relief  Association,  the  purpose  of  which  is  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  Police  Department  and  the  relief  of  any  dis- 
abled members.  We  conducted  a  dance  and  with  part  of  the 
proceeds  reimbursed  the  town  in  the  amount  of  $259.00 
which  was  borrowed  from  our  appropriation  for  the  purpose 
of  buying  partial  uniforms  for  each  man. 

The  sum  of  $176.00  was  used  from  our  appropriation  to 
purchase  much-needed  equipment. 

Much  private  police  work  has  been  enjoyed  by  some  of 
the  officers,  such  as  dances,  games,  weddings,  etc. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  each  officer,  selectman, 
other  law  enforcement  agencies  and  any  one  else  who  has 
aided  the  Department  in  any  way.

REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  AGENT 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  as  your  highway  agent,  I  would 
like  to  submit  this  report. 

All  gravel  roads,  both  town  and  camp,  were  graded 
twice. 

All  tarred  roads,  both  town  and  camp,  were  patched 
numerous  times  during  the  year,  a  considerable  amount 
(55  tons)  of  hot  patch  being  used.  The  grass  and  bushes 
were  mowed  on  all  town  roads.  The  tarred  roads  in  town 
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are  very  much  in  need  of  sealing  this  year  to  protect  the 
town's  investment  in  them.  The  Depot  and  newly-built 
Pond  Roads  need  to  be  sealed  this  spring. 

I  had  a  lot  of  cooperation  from  the  campers  this  year  as 
they  raised  sums  of  money  and,  with  some  aid  from  the 
town,  we  built  a  lot  of  permanent  road.  Some  of  these  roads 
were  tarred  by  them  after  the  town  had  prepared  them. 
One  road  (Brown  Ave.)  is  scheduled  to  be  tarred  this  spring; 
the  money  is  all  appropriated  by  the  campers.  Part  of  the 
road  to  Sanborn's  Shore  was  prepared  by  the  town  and 
tarred  by  the  campers.  The  road  leading  to  Dr.  Marshall's 
was  rebuilt  with  some  aid  from  the  town  and  they  intend 
to  tar  it  this  year.  They  also  paid  for  and  installed  culverts 
on  this  piece  of  road. 

The  Bailey  Shore  group  tarred  the  hill  leading  to  their 
grove  with  the  town  aid  of  preparing  and  sanding.  The 
Mills  Shore  group  spent  $600.00  in  1955  tarring  their  road, 
also  built  a  new  piece  of  road,  which  the  town  helped  them 
on.  The  Governor's  Island  Association  tarred  all  their  roads 
on  the  Island  and  the  road  leading  in.  The  town  gave  some 
aid  in  sanding. 

The  town  of  Hampstead  has  6.0  miles  of  tarred  roads,  2.1 
miles  of  gravel  roads  and  4.5  miles  of  main  camp  roads 
which  are  maintained  by  the  town,  most  of  them  plowed 
during  the  winter  season.  These  figures  do  not  include  the 
King  Pond  Road,  which  is  closed  due  to  poor  condition.  Dur- 
ing the  spring  mud  season  I  hauled  around  80  loads  of  gravel 
onto  the  camp  roads  to  keep  them  passable.

We  wish  to  report  we  have  supervised  the  care  and 
custody  of  the  towns  eight  cemeteries  this  past  year.  For 
general  information  we  wish  to  state  in  regard  to  vacancies 
or  available  lots,  there  are  in  the  Lakeview  cemetery, 
seventy-two  (72)  lots.  West  Hampstead  has  twelve  (12) 
lots,  Pine  Ridge  or  Carter  Cemetery  in  East  Hampstead 
seventeen  (17)  lots.  The  Old  Cemetery  in  the  center  of 
town,  as  near  as  records  show  there  are  no  available  lots. 
According  to  existing  survey  and  records  the  Hadley  Ceme- 
tery has  no  available  lots.  The  other  three  cemeteries, 
namely,  Plaistow  Road,  Hampstead  Handle  and  East  Road, 
although  maintained,  are  not  used  now.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  has  completed  another  active  year, 
conducting  regular  meetings,  usually  on  the  last  Sunday  of 
each  month,  many  special  meetings,  and  one  hearing.  In- 
spection tours  were  made  throughout  the  Town  and  sev- 
eral trips  to  the  various  State  agencies  at  Concord,  N.  H., 
were  necessary  to  conduct  town  business.  Clinics  and  meet- 
ings at  Lebanon,  Plaistow,  and  Concord  were  attended,  and 
representatives  were  sent  to  New  Castle,  N.  H.,  and  Old 
Saybrook,  Conn.,  to  attend  New  England  conferences  as 
part  of  an  educational  program  to  keep  the  Board  well  post- 
ed on  the  latest  developments  pertaining  to  planning  and 
zoning,  so  that  the  needs  of  the  Town  may  be  more  efficient- 
ly accomplished. 

Land  Subdivision  Regulations,  functioning  under  State 
laws,  were  completed  and  after  public  hearing,  were  adopted 
by  the  Board.  Copies  of  these  regulations  are  available  for 
those  interested  in  subdividing  property  into  building  lots. 
These  regulations  provide  for  the  protection  of  the  Town  and 
it's  tax  payer  against  such  scattered  or  premature  subdivi- 
sion of  land  as  would  involve  danger  or  injury  to  health, 
saftey,  or  prosperity  by  reason  of  the  lack  of  water  supply, 
drainage,   transportation,   or  other   services,  or  necessitate 
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excessive  expenditure  of  Town  funds  for  the  supply  of  such 
services  and  provide  for  the  harmonious  development  of  the 
Town  and  it's  environs,  and  for  the  proper  arrangements 
and  coordination  of  streets  within  subdivisions  in  relation 
to  other  existing  or  planned  streets. 

At  the  clinic  held  at  Plaistow,  State  health  authorities 
urged  public  officials  in  this  area  to  use  every  precaution 
necessary  to  protect  drinking  water  from  pollution.  With 
Southern  New  Hampshire  towns  in  the  chaos  of  a  building 
boom,  the  sanitation  problem  becomes  alarming  because  like 
Hampstead,  most  towns  have  no  public  drinking  supply  or 
sewerage  system.  More  homes  built  means  more  septic  tanks 
and  disposal  fields  to  saturate  the  ground  with  contaminating 
effluents,  and  with  drinking  water  taken  from  a  well  in  the 
same  area,  a  dangerous  situation  becomes  prevalent.  In  order 
to  combat  this  hazzard,  the  Planning  Board,  in  preparing 
it's  Land  Subdivision  Regulations,  provided  for  building 
lots,  sufficient  in  size,  to  support  a  well  and  sewerage  system 
with  safety. 

The  Board  recommends  that  water,  used  for  drinking 
purposes,  be  tested  once  each  year  through  the  facilities 
available  at  Concord,  N.H.  A  special  container  for  this  pur- 
pose, with  directions  attached,  may  be  obtained  by  writing 
to:Dept.  of  Public  Health,  Water  Pollution  Board,  Capitol 
St.,  Concord,  N.  H.  In  addition  the  Board  urges  everyone  to 
have  their  septic  tanks  or  cesspools  pumped  out  once  each 
year.  In  the  past,  this  has  been  an  expensive  operation,  but 
the  Board  has  made  arrangements  with  a  reliable  concern 
who  will  do  this  job  at  a  nominal  charge,  provided  two  or 
more  in  the  area  are  done  at  the  same  time.  If  interested, 
more  information  on  this  matter  may  be  obtained  from. 
members  of  the  Board. 

Several  new  homes  were  built  during  the  past  year 
and  many  new  faces  are  seen  in  town.  More  homes  will  be 
built  in  Hampstead  in  1956.  Over  the  past  year,  the  Board 
has  approved  ten  plot  plans  providing  lots  for  residential 
building,  and  several  more  are  pending.  We  urge  Land  own- 
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ers  to  consider  subdividing  their,  idle  property  into  saleable 
building  lots,  not  only  for  their  own  profit,  but  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Town.  Taxes  derived  from  the  construction  of 
new  summer  homes  around  our  ponds,  during  the  past  few 
years,  has  helped  to  offset  the  rising  cost  of  schools  and  local 
government  and  keep  the  tax  rate  within  reason.  Unfor- 
tunately, we  cannot  continue  to  depend  on  this  source  for 
new  revenue,  because  the  majority  of  desirable  lots  in  the 
pond  areas  have  been  sold  and  occupied,  therefore,  we  must 
encourage  more  residential  building  in  the  town  as  a  means 
of  new  income  through  taxation. 

Altho  the  Building  and  Zoning  Ordinance  has  worked 
well  in  protecting  the  Town  and  it's  people,  as  well  as  the 
builder,  the  time  is  near  when  changes  to  it's  context  will 
be  necessary.  We  need  a  building  inspector.  Several  vio- 
lations were  observed  during  the  past  year,  possibly  more 
through  ignorance  of  the  rules  and  lack  of  supervision,  than 
through  intent  to  violate.  The  Selectmen,  with  their  ever 
increasing  duties,  are  unable  to  administer  this  added  duty 
effectively.  The  proper  person  selected  for  this  duty  could 
not  only  protect  the  interests  of  the  Town,  but  assist  the 
builder  in  the  many  intricate  details  in  modern  construction 
as  well.  At  present,  the  Board  is  studying  the  entire  Ordi- 
nance, and  will  recommend  adjustments  for  approval  by  the 
voters  at  some  later  date. 

Aerial  photography  of  the  town  is  now  in  possession  of 
the  Board  and  a  study  is  being  made  of  the  highway  system, 
property  in  the  two  zones,  and  other  conditions  upon  which 
the  structure  of  the  Town  is  based.  Accurate  maps  and  a 
master  plan  of  the  town  will  be  made  from  this  means,  and 
tax  title  maps  for  use  by  the  Selectmen  can  also  be  derived 
from  this  material.  At  some  future  date,  the  Board  expects 
to  place  these  photographs  on  display  so  that  they  may  be 
seen  and  enjoyed  by  the  public. 

The  announcement  by  the  Telephone  Company  of  it's 
plans  to  convert  to  the  dial  system,  the  construction  of  a 
new  Central  exchange,  and  the  elimination  of  the  old  ex- 
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change,  on  Main  Street  was  not  well  received  by  the  people. 
The  expensive  monthly  rate,  under  the  new  system,  would 
remain  the  same,  only  persons  in  Hampstead  proper,  264 
numbers,  could  be  called  without  a  toll  charge.  This,  coup- 
led with  the  loss  of  the  personal  service  rendered  through 
the  old  exchange,  prompted  the  people  to  request  the 
board  to  take  some  action  in  cooperation  with  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  Several  meetings  with  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  at  Concord,  N.  H.  were  attended  and  a  petition 
under  the  direction  of  Gene  Duston  was  circulated  request- 
ing that  the  conversion  be  delayed  until  extended  service 
to  Haverhill,  Mass.,  and  neighboring  towns  could  be  grant- 
ed. As  a  result,  a  poll  is  now  being  conducted  by  the  Tele- 
phone Company  among  subscribers  and  if  a  sufficient  num- 
ber request  extended  service,  their  desires  will  be  met 
some  time  in  1957.  A  partial  victory  was  won.  The  dial 
system  was  introduced  to  Hampstead  in  August,  despite 
our  efforts  to  prevent  it,  but  the  possibility  of  improved 
and  more  desirable  service  will  be  available,  even  though 
we  must  wait  until  1957. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  working  with  the  members  of 
the  Board  and  the  work  performed  during  the  past  j'^ear 
has  been  interesting  and  beneficial  to  the  Town.  Our  job 
has  been  trying  and  time  consuming,  and  decisions  rend- 
ered were  not  always  popular  with  those  involved.  Our 
purpose  is  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Town  as  a  whole, 
and  we  are  guided  by  this  factor.  I  wish  to  thank  the  people 
of  Hampstead  for  their  support  and  confidence  in  our  judge- 
ment.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  district  on  the  twelfth  day  of  March  1956,  at  seven 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hampstead: 

I  am  presenting  herewith  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools.  This  report  is  written  under 
the  main  headings:  Supervisory  Union  No.  55;  The  Teach- 
er Situation;  Housing;  Finances;  Books  and  Teaching  Aids; 
Community  Organization. 

SUPERVISORY  UNION  NO.  55: 

For  the  information  of  people  who  are  new  to  the  area, 
this  Supervisory  Union,  as  organized  by  our  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  is  composed  of  the  School  Districts  of 
Atkinson,  Hampstead,  Newton,  Plaistow  and  Salem.  The 
number  of  schools,  pupils,  teachers,  the  assessed  valuation 
and  total  school  budget  in  each  district  is  shown  in  the  fol- 
lowing tabulation.

Union  No.  55  (Additional  pro- 
fessional personnel  4  $25,431.00       $20,431.00 
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As  compared  with  the  other  forty-seven  supervisory 
unions  in  New  Hampshire,  this  one  is  fourteenth  from  the 
largest  in  the  number  of  teachers  and  tenth  from  the  lar- 
gest in  the  number  of  pupils.  Personnel  employed  by  the 
five  school  boards  making  up  the  Supervisory  Union  Board 
to  work  throughout  the  five  districts,  consists  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  an  Elementary  Consultant,  a  school 
secretary  and  clerk.  One  music  supervisor  and  one  school 
nurse-teacher  is  employed  by  Atkinson,  Plaistow,  Hamp- 
stead  and  Newton  collectively. 

Robert  Dolph  of  Wilmington,  California  has  recently 
been  employed  to  replace  Natalie  Hopkins,  who  had  so  ef- 
fectively served  this  Supervisory  Union  as  Elementary 
Consultant  for  the  past  four  years,  and  who  accepted  a 
similar  position  in  Connecticut  as  of  December  15,  1955. 
Mr.  Dolph,  a  graduate  of  Buffalo,  New  York  State  Teach- 
ers College,  has  had  experience  in  the  Rollinsford,  New 
Hampshire  Elementary  School,  the  Bourne,  Massachusetts 
High  School,  the  Salem  Central  School  and  was  principal 
of  the  Pollard  School  in  Plaistow  from  September  1951  to 
June  1955.  He  completed  work  for  a  Masters'  Degree  in 
Education  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  in  August 
of  1955.  Mr.  Dolph  returns  to  this  area  with  a  knowledge 
of  the  general  school  area  and  with  a  personal  and  pro- 
fessional acquaintance  with  most  of  the  principals  and 
teachers.  It  is  expected  that  his  past  experiences  will  be 
of  much  value  to  the  work  of  the  schools  in  this  area  in 
the  future. 

Miss  Gwendolyn  Curtis  continues  her  excellent  work 
during  this,  her  fourth  year  as  school  nurse-teacher  for 
Atkinson,  Hampstead,  Newton  and  Plaistow.  In  addition 
to  her  routine  work,  she  is  alert  and  attentive  to  various 
specific  health  problems  that  occur  in  the  schools  and  in  the 
community,  and  is  prompt  to  arrange  for  various  clinics 
in  cooperation  with  county  and  state  policies  and  pro- 
grams. Perhaps  the  most  unusual  clinic  during  the  current 
year  has  been  "Polio  Shots"  for  all  children  up  to  fourteen 
years  of  age.  More  details  of  the  work  of  the  nurse-teacher 
appear  later  in  this  report 
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Robert  Wood,  a  graduate  of  College  of  Music,  Boston 
University,  was  chosen  to  replace  Kenneth  Jewett  as  Music 
Supervisor  for  Atkinson,  Hampstead,  Newton  and  Plaistow 
on  a  three-day-per-week  schedule.  Mr.  Wood  assists  in 
carrying  on  the  vocal  work  in  the  schools  and  is  cooperative 
in  preparing  for  community  programs  as  presented  by  the 
children  and  regular  teachers. 

TEACHERS: 

For  the  current  school  year,  it  was  necessary  to  employ 
four  teachers  who  were  new  to  their  respective  positions. 
In  the  Central  School  Mrs.  Isabel  Rand  replaced  Mrs.  Elea- 
nor Houston  in  the  first  grade  and  Robert  Anderson  was 
employed  for  grades  4-5  as  Mrs.  Zimmer  was  transferred 
to  the  second  and  third  grade  to  replace  Mrs.  Rivet  who 
taught  the  second  grade  last  year.  Mrs.  Rand  was  trained 
at  Millersville,  Pennsylvania  Normal  School  and  had 
taught  the  past  school  year  in  Lititz,  Pennsylvania.  Mr. 
Anderson  is  a  graduate  of  Providence  Bible  Institute. 

In  the  high  school,  Joseph  LeBlanc  of  Amesbury,  Mass., 
a  1952  graduate  of  Tufts  College  who  has  done  some  grad- 
uate work  at  Northeastern  University  was  employed  to 
replace  William  O'Brien  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
and  in  high  school  chemistry.  To  replace  Socratis  Clonaris 
who  accepted  a  position  in  Connecticut,  the  school  board 
employed  Anthony  Forgetta  Jr.,  a  1955  graduate  of  Boston 
College  who  did  practice  teaching  at  Lawrence,  Mass. 
High  School.  As  it  was  impossible  to  secure  a  teacher  with 
manual  arts  training  and  experience,  it  was  necessary  to 
discontinue  the  shop  program  during  the  current  year. 
Other  teaching  personnel  continues  to  work  in  the  Hamp- 
stead Schools  under  the  continued  leadership  and  direc- 
tion of  David  Greenlaw  as  indicated  in  the  tabulation 
which  follows  this  report. 

Although  teachers  salaries  in  Hampstead  compare 
favorably  with  other  New  Hampshire  communities  of  simi- 
lar size  and  wealth,  more  money  must  be  provided  for  this 
purpose  in  all  localities. 
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In  selecting  personnel  to  fill  vacancies  our  aim  is  to 
secure  for  every  classroom — for  every  group  of  children 
in  our  schools — a  competent  teacher  who  can  create  worthy 
ideals,  right  attitudes,  and  permanent  life  interests;  who 
can  help  the  children  and  youth  of  our  generation  to  find 
worth-while  work  to  do;  who  knows  how  to  promote  co- 
operation and  to  develop  the  team  spirit;  who,  as  an  expert 
workman  himself  is  able  to  direct  the  efforts  of  others  to 
successful  achievement. 

A  good  school  is  a  place  where  young  people,  of  any 
age,  come  together  to  educate  themselves,  and  each  other 
with  the  effective  guidance  of  inspiring  teachers. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  and  PHYSICAL  FACILITIES: 

Your  School  Board  has  attempted  to  maintain  and  im- 
prove the  physical  condition  of  the  buildings.  The  major 
improvements  made  to  the  physical  plant  during  the  past 
year  includes  the  acquisition  of  thirty-five  units  of  new 
furniture  for  the  Central  School,  replacement  of  the  steam 
boiler  in  the  Central  School  during  the  early  part  of  the 
present  heating  season,  improvements  to  the  buildings  and 
grounds  including  the  resurfacing  of  the  high  school  drive- 
way, hot-topping  areas  on  each  side  of  the  Central  School, 
sanding  floors  at  the  high  school,  installation  of  new  exit 
lights  in  the  gymnasium  and  providing  a  new  cot  in  the 
nurse's  room.  An  eight  section  platform  stage  was  pro- 
vided in  the  gymnasium  by  the  Hampstead  Police  Associa- 
tion, with  cooperation  of  Hampstead  grange.  Civic  Club, 
Hampstead  Firemen's  Association  and  School  Districts. 

The  warrant  for  the  1956  Annual  School  District 
Meeting  includes  articles  which  would  provide  for  more 
new  pupil  furniture,  combination  screen  and  storm  win- 
dows for  the  Central  School,  improved  lighting  in  the  high 
school  building  and  exterior  painting  of  the  gymnasium 
and  interior  painting  in  the  High  and  Central  Schools. 

The  additional  teacher,  as  mentioned  above,  has  made 
it  possible  to  assign  smaller  numbers  of  pupils  per  class- 
room. The  present  average  of  twenty-eight  pupils  per  class- 
room in  grades  1-6  is  much  more  satisfactory  than  the 
larger  numbers  of  past  years. 
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With  reference  to  providing  enough  classrooms  to  allow 
for  thirty  pupils  or  less  per  classroom,  the  American  As- 
sociation of  School  Administrators  has  stated  that  "the  trend 
toward  smaller  classes  has  persisted  until  many  school  sys- 
tems have  now  achieved  class  size  in  the  elementary  schools 
of  twenty-five  to  thirty  pupils.  The  trend  is  definitely  to- 
ward an  average  class  size  of  twenty-five  pupils  or  less  in 
the  elementary  schools " 

In  regard  to  kindergarten  classes  in  the  regular  school 
program,  "Schooling  for  five-year-old  children,  as  an  in- 
tegral part  of  elementary  education,  has  definitely  passed 
through  the  experimental  stage  and  has  proved  its  value." 

Regarding  the  provision  of  a  multipurpose  room  the 
same  reference  states  that  newer  educational  services  hold 
firm  and  that  "in  northern  climates  at  least,  gymnasiums 
with  the  attendant  dressing  rooms  and  showers  have  be- 
come essential  in  high  schools  and  some  form  of  indoor 
playroom  is  required  in  elementary  schools.  The  music 
program  in  good  schools  is  no  longer  simply  classroom  chor- 
al work  but  now  consists  of  bands,  orchestras,  and  individ- 
ual instrumental  work  .  .  .  .Kitchens  and  lunchrooms  are 
needed  in  both  elementary  and  high  schools." 

The  Central  School  building  is  accommodating  prac- 
tically as  many  pupils  as  can  be  assigned  to  it  without 
overcrov/ding.  The  high  school  building  which  includes 
grades  7-12  is  over-taxed  during  the  current  year  and  it  is 
necessary  for  various  groups  which  use  the  small  room., 
formerly  knov/n  as  the  Principal's  office,  where  the  type- 
writers are  now  located  to  place  the  typewriters  on  the 
floor  at  various  intervals  during  the  day  in  order  that  the 
typewriter  tables  may  be  used  as  pupils  desks. 

FACT  FINDING  COMMITTEE: 

On  January  17th  and  26th  the  school  board,  as  part  of 
a  special  Fact-Finding  Committee  composed  of  Edmund 
Lewis,  William  Letoile,  Jonathan  Wentworth,  Wendell 
Wyatt,  reviewed  and  studied  various  statistics  which  had 
been  accumulated  by  the  school  board  and  the  school  per- 
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sonnel,  with  regard  to  future  enrollments  and  possible  nec- 
essary additions  to  the  school  buildings.  The  School  Board 
expresses  much  appreciation  to  those  members  of  the  spec- 
ial committee  and  to  Mr.  Greenlaw  who  met  with  the  group. 
As  a  result  of  the  meetings  of  the  Fact-Finding  Committee 
it  was  determined  that  one  additional  room  is  needed  at  the 
present  time  and  that  by  September  of  1957  a  second  ad- 
ditional room  will  be  needed.  It  is  expected  that  the  district 
will  be  asked  to  approve  a  bond  issue  at  the  1957  Annual 
School  District  Meeting  for  an  addition  to  one  of  the  school 
buildings. 

Although  the  total  population  of  Hampstead  increased 
only  9.6  percent  between  1940  and  1950  (from  823  to  902) , 
comparisons  of  the  annual  numbers  of  births,  the  numbers 
of  children  who  entered  the  first  grade  and  of  past  total 
enrollments  show  that  the  average  annual  numbers  which 
have  enrolled  in  the  first  grade  during  the  past  5  years  have 
represented  an  increase  of  17  percent  over  the  average 
annual  number  of  births  six  years  earlier;  the  numbers 
completing  the  work  of  the  eighth  grade  have  been  approx- 
imately the  same  as  the  numbers  entering  the  first  grade 
eight  years  earlier;  the  drop-outs  from  the  high  school  have 
been  nearly  compensated  for  by  tuition  pupils  and  total 
school  enrollments  decreased  from  175  in  1940  to  136  in  1945 
but  increased  to  181  in  1950  and  to  192  as  of  November  1955. 
The  anticipated  enrollment  in  1960  will  be  169  in  grades  1-8 
and  70  in  grades  9-12;  these  numbers  are  expected  to  increase 
to  203  and  to  75  respectively  by  1965. 

Tabulations  following  this  report  show  the  total  num- 
bers of  children  by  age  groups  from  birth  through  eighteen 
years  of  age  for  each  year  since  1951  and  total  school  enroll- 
ment by  grade  and  by  room  for  the  current  year. 

BONDED    INDEBTEDNESS    and    BORROWING 
CAPACITY: 

According  to  New  Hampshire  State  Law,  a  school  district 
may  borrow  up  to  3  percent  of  its  assessed  valuation  as 
equalized;  by  special  permission  of  a  State  Legislative  Com- 
mittee the  district  may  borrow  up  to  4Vz9^ .  The  Hampstead 


112  TOWN  OF  HAMPSTEAD 

School  District  has  an  assessed  valuation  as  equalized  of 
$3,431,408.  The  present  indebtedness  of  the  district  is  $14,000, 
which  would  mean  that  the  present  net  borrowing  capacity 
of  the  district  as  of  March  1956  is  $88,942  at  the  3%  rate  and 
$140,413  at  the  4]/2%  rate. 

BOOKS  AND  OTHER  TEACHING  AIDS: 

As  a  result  of  a  very  reasonable  budget  for  books  during 
recent  years,  the  Hampstead  children  are  equipped  with  text 
books  as  good  as  are  available.  There  is  need  for  more  library 
type  books  and  a  constant  need  to  replace  worn  and  outdated 
books  in  order  to  maintain  the  excellent  present  supply. 
New  books  purchased  during  the  past  year  have  included, 
in  addition  to  needs  for  increasing  enrollments  in  the  various 
grades,  new  histories  for  grades  nine  and  four,  singing  books 
for  grade  two,  social  studies  books  for  grade  three-four, 
revised  editions  of  the  basic  readers  for  grades  two-six  and 
a  set  of  new  literature  books  for  the  high  school. 

The  usual  annual  program  of  the  use  of  standardized 
achievement  tests  has  been  followed.  It  is  by  the  use  of  these 
tests  that  pupils'  achievement  is  measured  objectively  and 
is  compared  with  standardized  scores.  These  test  results  are 
consulted  often  by  the  teachers  to  diagnose  pupil  weaknesses 
in  order  to  make  improvements.  Teachers  make  good  use  of 
the  movie  projector,  the  victrola  and  other  teaching  aids 
which  are  available. 

COMMUNITY  ORGANIZATIONS: 

Appreciation  is  expressed  for  the  continued  support  and 
cooperation  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  and  of  the 
other  organizations.  The  platform  stage  which  was  provided 
in  the  gymnasium  is  of  much  value  to  the  school  children  as. 
well  as  to  the  community  as  a  whole. 

In  closing,  I  again  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board, 
teachers  and  children  for  their  cooperation  in  making  our 
work  successful.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE-TEACHER 

The  School  Health  Program  includes  a  yearly  medical 
examination  by  Dr.  Raymond  Moore.  Grades  one,  four,  six 
and  eight  and  high  school  students  participating  in  athletics. 
Notices  of  defects  found  are  sent  to  parents.  A  successful 
"follow-up"program  has  been  carried  out  with  the  help  of 
parents,  clinics  and  the  School  Health  Program. 

All  children  receive  a  hearing  and  visual  test  with  the 
same  cooperative"follow-up"  work  through  parents,  school 
and  organizations.  Cursory  examinations  are  done  at  the  be- 
ginning of  school  and  after  each  vacation  period.  Each  child 
is  checked  yearly  with  the  "Wood  Lamp"  for  Scalp  Ring 
Worm  as  a  precautionary  measure.  Color  perception  tests 
are  done  in  the  fifth  grade  yearly.  Home  visits,  audio-visual 
programs,  pre-school  clinics,  pre-school  registrations,  confer- 
ences with  principal  and  teachers  as  well  as  parents  are  fre- 
quent during  the  year. 

Health  talks  to  students  on  such  subjects  as  teeth,  pos- 
ture grooming,  nutrition,  importance  of  immunization  clin- 
ics, care  of  and  prevention  of  colds,  etc.,  are  given  by  the 
school  nurse-teacher,  often  at  the  request  of  the  teachers. 

This  year  our  major  program  has  been  and  still  is  the 
Polio  Clinics  which  have  been  well  attended.  The  vaccine 
being  administered  by  Dr.  Raymond  Moore,  under  the  spon- 
sorship of  the  New  Hampshire  Health  Department  through 
the  National  Polio  Foundation,  and  Mrs.  Jeanette  Bernier, 
R.  N.  State  Public  Health  Nurse,  with  the  school  nurse- 
teacher  assisting. 

The  Vollmer  Patch  Test  for  T.B.  was  done  in  grades  five 
through  twelve  with  the  teachers  and  students  at  their 
request. 

We  wish  to  thank  local  organizations  through  their  in- 
terest and  cooperation  who  have  contributed  in  the  assist- 
ance of  our  school  health  program. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  all  those  who  helped  me  this 
past  year  to  make  it  a  success  and  to  extend  my  appreciation.
